To  the  Honorable  Mayor,  Commissioner  of  Public  Safety,  and  Board  of 
Commissioners. 

Gentlemen: 

Respectfully  submit  herewith  my  third  annual  report;  from  which 
would  invite  your  attention  to  services  performed  by  the  various  de- 
partments, being  tabulated  for  your  ready  perusal. 

The  past  year  of  crime  which  swept  over  the  entire  land  is  beyond 
parallel,  surpassing  anything  heretofore  ever  known.  The  highest 
grade  of  criminal  which  were  dormant  for  the  past  few  years,  seemed 
to  have  returned  to  their  activity,  their  spoils  consisting  of  large  sums 
of  money,  many  of  them  are  still  at  large. 

A  multitude  of  criminals  of  lesser  light  have  sprung  into  existance, 
terrorizing  the  country,  securing  much  valuable  loot,  and  in  many  in- 
stances completing  their  crime  by  adding  murder,  so  much  so  that  the 
wave  of  crime  expanded  over  the  four  quarters  of  our  land,  the  Gov- 
ernment, as  well  as  the  Express  Company,  were  compelled  to  place 
armed  guards  on  all  trains  for  protection  of  their  employees  and  val- 
uables in  transit,  in  addition  to  which  offering  a  substantial  reward  for 
their  capture. 

I  am  free  to  admit  that  our  city  has  been  very  fortunate,  taking 
into  consideration  the  element  all  around  us.  We  have  had,  though, 
many  criminals  of  the  desperate  type,  among  whom  were  those  engaged 
in  the  robbery  of  the  J.  C.  Penny  store.  At  that  time  three  were  ar- 
rested, one  of  the  party  making  his  escape,  which  was  brought  to  an 
abrupt  closing  four  hours  later,  while  attempting  to  arrest  him  at  his 
room,  the  door  to  which  being  barricaded,  and  refusing  to  open  it 
necessitated  breaking  it  in.  Upon  entering  the  room  the  brave  officer, 
Detective  Hamby,  was  felled  by  the  assassin's  bullet.  In  company  with 
Detective  Patten,  we  closed  in  upon  the  murderer,  he  shot  again,  his 
bullet  not  attaining  his  desires,  refusing  to  surrender  he  was  shot  to 
capture  him.  He  died  a  short  while  after  being  taken  to  the  Emer- 
gency hospital. 

Several  notable  captures  were  made  during  the  year,  as  well  as 
the  recovery  of  much  valuable  property. 

There  were  six  murders  during  the  year,  against  three  the  former 
year. 

The  transient  summer  criminals,  bunco  men,  and  pick  pockets 
were  but  few.  In  fact,  the  city  was  not  as  free  of  them  for  many  years. 
As  soon  as  their  identity  was  established  they  were  brought  in  for  rec- 
ord, and  given  some  wholesome  advice  that  the  city  could  get  along 
very  nicely  without  their  presence.  Accepting  the  solution  as  being 
final,  they  quickly  choosed  an  early  departure. 

Burglaries  in  the  outlying  districts  have  materially  decreaesd,  chiefly 
due  to  the  placing  of  two  all  night  cars  in  service,  being  handled  by 
two  officers,  they  patrolling  their  respective  districts  three  times  dur- 
ing the  night,  making  a  complete  record  as  to  the  locality,  as  well  as 
the  time,  all  during  the  shift  they  report  hourly,  or  as  nearly  so  as 
possible,  to  the  station  in  order  to  find  if  wanted  for  any  particular 
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service  in  that  locality,  by  such  a  system  they  can  be  had  if  an  urgent 
call  should  come  in. 

Due  to  the  many  needs  of  the  Sugar  House  District,  it  was  neces- 
sary to  increase  the  force  in  that  section  with  an  additional  officer, 
largely  due  to  the  rapid  growth  in  that  vicinity. 

While  the  total  arrests  for  the  present  year  is  in  excess  of  1920  by 
782,  and  taking  into  consideration  the  class  of  the  criminal  work  called 
upon  to  care  for,  which  exists  now  everywhere,  the  department  has 
been  alert  in  handling  the  situation. 

The  equipment  is  in  fairly  good  condition,  excepting  two  cars, 
which  should  be  replaced  with  others.  Similar  conditions  exist  with 
motorcycles,  two  of  whch  have  seen  hard  service  for  the  past  three 
years,  which  have  about  rendered  them  as  worthless  for  work  which 
they  are  called  upon  to  perform.  We  have  a  large  area  of  speeding  to 
control,  therefore  should  have  such  equipment  to  cope  with  such  con- 
ditions. 

The  jail,  while  old,  is  in  fairly  good  condition.  A  decided  improve- 
ment will  have  to  be  shortly  made  to  take  care  of  the  many  needs. 

Civil  Service  was  passed  by  the  last  Legislature.  The  Board  of 
Commissioners  appointed  the  Board  of  Civil  Service  Commissioners, 
they  in  turn  formulated  rules  which  became  effective  September  20th. 

The  increase  in  crime  all  over  the  land  can  be  readily  traced  to 
the  suspending  of  industries  in  general  such  conditions  must  be  met. 
Then  again,  the  continual  growth  of  our  residential  districts  requiring 
protecton,  necessitates  an  increase  in  the  department  of  fifteen  men, 
with  which  we  will  now  have  the  usual  standard  which  is  provided  for 
in  many  cities.  It  is  my  desire  to  place  two  men  at  four  of  the  fire 
houses  at  which  place  they  will  be  housed,  and  reporting  from  such 
place. 

The  weekly  meetings,  which  were  inaugurated  two  years  ago,  have 
accomplished  very  much  good.  It  having  been  the  means  of  advanc- 
ing many  valuable  ideas,  as  well  as  cementing  a  closer  relation  amongst 
the  members  of  the  department. 

The  physical  condition  of  the  department  as  to  sickness  was  much 
less  than  the  previous  year.  We  were,  however,  unfortunate  in  losing 
three  valuable  officers,  which  enjoyed  my  highest  esteem.  Detective 
Hamby  having  been  slain  while  in  the  performance  of  duty;  Jailer 
Lange,  and  Motorcycle  Officer  P.  K.  Brown,  both  of  whom  died  of  nat- 
ural causes. 

Reviewing  the  services  performed,  and  the  completement  of  the 
department,  it  is  indeed  gratifying,  and  with  this  opportunity  com- 
mend the  rank  and  file  of  the  entire  department  for  their  excellent  sup- 
port and  loyalty.  I  regret  there  was  some  few  infractions  which  nec- 
essitated reprimand,  and  in  some  instances  dismissal.  I  feel  that  the 
department  as  a  whole  ranks  as  high  as  any  in  the  country. 

I  desire  to  extend  many  thanks  to  the  Mayor,  Commissioner  of 
Public  Safety  and  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  Police  Judge,  Prosecut- 
ing Attorney  and  the  Salt  Lake  City  press,  all  of  which  have  cour- 
teously favored  me  with  their  heartiest  support.

The  Detective  Bureau  has  indeed  made  an  enviable  record  during 
the  past  year,  with  the  large  number  of  criminals  floating  through  the 
country,  committing  every  known  crime,  they  certainly  performed 
magnificent  service  as  to  the  many  important  arrests,  together  with 
numerous  investigations  which  resulted  quite  often  in  their  detention, 
being  brought  to  trial,  and  convictions  obtained.  The  following  will 
give  a  synopsis  as  to  the  more  important  arrests. 

For  some  time  the  city  was  being  terrorized  by  an  organized 
gang  of  bandits  who  confined  their  activities  to  plundering  small 
groceries,  drug  stores,  and  oiling  stations;  five  of  this  bunch  was  sur- 
prised by  the  officers,  who  held  them  up,  securing  their  capture.  From 
their  confession  they  admitted  to  commiting  many  burglaries.  A 
short  while  later  another  one  of  this  bunch  was  brought  to  trial  with 
the  others.  They  pleaded  guilty,  an  indeterminate  sentence  being 
passed. 

The  Utah  Savings  &  Trust  Company  was  visited  before  opening 
for  business  by  a  lone  bandit,  who  handed  the  teller  a  note  which 
read,  "Don't  say  a  word  or  I'll  plug  you.  Pass  those  bills  out.  I'll 
shoot  to  kill."  The  order  was  promptly  obeyed,  the  highwayman  de- 
parting with  $4,500.00.  Before  leaving  the  bank,  however,  he  took  a 
parting  shot  at  one  of  the  bank  officers,  which,  fortunately,  went  wild 
of  its  mark.  So  quick  was  this  act  performed  he  got  away  before  an 
alarm  was  turned  in. 

A  telegram  received  from  a  train  leaving  Ogden  that  two  masked 
men  boarded  the  train  a  few  miles  out  of  Ogden  and  held  up  the  pas- 
sengers in  three  coaches,  securing  about  $1,000.00  in  money  and  val- 
uables. The  men  jumped  from  the  train  as  it  was  approaching  the 
city,  making  good  their  escape.  They  were  later  apprehended  in  Chi- 
cago; one  of  them  was  killed,  the  other  captured. 

A  burglar  styled  the  case  knife  operator  was  quite  active  in  bur- 
glarizing many  homes;  his  manner  of  operation  being  confined  to 
homes  that  were  left  unprotected  by  the  occupants,  from  opportunity 
he  realized  for  his  application  to  pursue  his  desires,  obtaining  ad- 
mittance to  such  places  by  employing  a  case  knife  havin  ga  very  thin 
blade,  which  being  forced  under  the  casing,  he  readily  procured 
access  to  the  bolt  of  the  lock,  which  yielded  to  the  pressure.  From  the 
many  houses  entered  called  for  every  effort  to  locate  this  criminal, 
was  at  one  time  located,  but  was  unable  to  capture  him  due  to  th*» 
numerous  person  sthat  had  blocked  the  progress  of  the  officers 
which  prevented  them  from  shooting  at  him.  He  would  no  doubt 
have  been  captured  at  this  time.  In  the  course  of  a  few  days  we  were 
more  fortunate  in  arresting  him,  together  with  his  wife.  He  frankly 
admitted  doing  fifty-seven  jobs.  His  wife  accompaned  him  on  four 
occasions.  Nearly  all  the  goods  stolen  by  him  were  recovered  and 
returned  to  the  owners.  He  pleaded  guilty  to  burglary  and  received 
an  indeterminate  sentence. 

Skaggs  robbery  was  one  that  was  planned  by  a  master  mind.  A 
clerk  had  just  entered  the  store  from  a  round  of  collections  amounting 
to  approximately  $8,000.00,  which  was  placed  in  the  safe,  the  combina- 
tion to  which  was  not  locked.  Two  men  entered  the  store,  being 
masked.    They  compelled  six  clerks  to  lay  upon  the  floor  until  they 
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had  rifled  the  safe,  leaving  with  all  the  funds  they  could  get.  Three 
days  later  one  of  the  two  men  was  located,  from  whom  $1,125.00  was 
procured.  He  was  found  guilty  and  sentenced  to  an  indeterminate  sen- 
tence.   The  other  of  this  trio  has  not  yet  been  apprehended. 

An  antique  buyer  purporting  to  make  purchases  for  a  wealthy 
lady  at  Springfield.  Mass.,  attempted  to  get  possession  of  several  thou- 
sands of  dollars'  worth  of  jewelry  from  our  merchants,  being  suspicious 
of  his  actions,  he  did  not  get  beyond  securing  a  ring  of  very  little 
value;  this  man  had  lived  in  the  most  up-to-date  accommodations.  He 
made  his  escape,  but  was  caught  in  California.  Being  an  escaped  con- 
vict from  Colorado,  he  was  turned  over  to  authorities  of  that  state. 
While  the  department  was  justly  entitled  to  the  credit  for  his  appre- 
hension, he  was  claimed  upon  prior  rights. 

September  5th  Beck's  Hot  Springs  was  held  up  by  five  masked 
men,  who  secured  in  the  neighborhood  of  $20,000.00  in  money  and  val- 
uables, making  their  get  away  by  automobile.  The  following  day  two 
of  the  five  men  were  arrested.  The  facts  of  the  case  were  so  promi- 
nently against  them  they  pleaded  guilty  at  their  trial,  receiving  a  sen- 
tence of  an  indeterminate  term  in  the  state  penitentiary.  Three  oth- 
ers were  partially  located  by  their  efforts  to  dispose  of  some  of  the 
loot  secured.  They  made  their  getaway;  reaching  Colorado  they  stole 
an  automobile,  heading  for  Oklahoma.  They  were  arrested  and  tried 
by  Federal  authorities,  resulting  in  their  having  been  sentenced  to  a 
term  of  two  years  in  Leavenworth.  Upon  expiration  of  their  sentence 
they  will  be  turned  over  to  us  for  trial. 

The  pseudonym  (pants  prowler)  persistently  plied  his  art,  entering 
houses  the  early  part  of  the  mornings,  rifling  the  occupants'  pocket* 
of  such  money  and  valuables  that  could  be  found.  From  the  manner 
in  which  this  class  of  robberies  were  performed  left  no  clue  or  trace 
whatsoever  by  which  the  case  could  be  run  down.  At  an  early  morn- 
ing hour  an  officer  in  the  residential  section  accosted  a  negro  whom 
he  thought  was  perhaps  the  much  desired  character  which  had  floated 
around  until  this  time.  As  soon  as  he  was  hailed  he  broke  in  a  run, 
taking  a  shot  at  the  officer,  making  good  his  escape.  His  identity  was 
partially  discovered,  upon  which  he  was  arrested  the  latter  part  of  that 
day;  was  brought  to  speedy  trial,  resulting  in  his  conviction,  with  an 
indeterminate  sentence. 

On  receipt  of  telegraphic  request  from  Chief  of  Police  of  Denver 
to  detain  Charles  Harris,  a  jewelry  salesman,  upon  arrival 
of  train;  unfortunately,  however,  the  train  had  arrived  in 
advance  of  the  advice,  a  thorough  search  of  the  city  was  made  and 
which  resulted  in  his  arrest.  He  was  a  very  much  wanted  crook,  hav- 
ing snatched  a  tray  of  diamonds  and  jewelry  valued  at  ten  thouasnd 
dollars.  This  man  was  prominently  known  by  the  character  of  his 
work.  He  had  paid  this  city  a  prior  visit  in  1892,  at  which  time  he 
was  arrested  for  shoplifting,  stating  that  much  of  the  loot  was  in 
Ogden,  he  asked  to  be  taken  there  in  order  to  turn  up  the  goods. 
While  in  custody  of  the  officer  on  the  way  to  thetrain,  he  watch- 
ing his  opportunity,  threw  a  handful  of  red  pepper  in  the  officer's  eyes, 
making  good  his  escape.  He  was  turned  over  to  the  Colorado  officer 
with  full  knowledge  of  his  tricks. 

The  Western  Loan  and  Building  Company  reported  that  their 
vault  had  been  robbed  of  ten  thousand  dollars  in  gold.  The  preliminary 
investigation  made  was  sufficient  to  class  this  work  as  an  inside  job, 
a  bookkeeper  was  perhaps  the  closest  as  to  the  knowledge  of  the  facts. 
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His  arrest  soon  followed.  For  the  present  he  was  released.  Shortly 
after  which  a  letter  was  received  giving  information  as  to  the  place 
at  which  $3,925.00  could  be  located  in  the  basement.  Acting  upon 
such,  the  amount  as  stated  was  brought  to  light.  During  the  freedom 
of  the  bookkeeper  the  books  were  examined,  which  brought  forth  that 
they  were  manipulated  in  such  a  manner  as  to  cover  this  transaction, 
prima  facie  evidence  herewith  being  established,  a  complaint  was  is- 
sued charging  Sharp  with  embezzlement.  He  pleaded  guilty,  being  sen- 
tenced to  an  indeterminate  term,  with  recommendation  for  leniency  as 
to  five  year  term. 

Operating  the  old  ruse  of  the  gas  meter  adjuster,  a  very  smooth 
crook  succeeded  in  obtaining  admission  to  many  homes.  During  one 
of  his  visits  with  a  very  plausible  story  to  the  maid,  entered  the  home 
of  a  prominent  family,  which  netted  him  jewelry  valued  at  $6,000.00. 
After  leaving  the  discovery  of  the  jewelry  stolen  was  made.  A  good 
description  in  this  instance,  however,  was  procured.  Being  a  well 
known  crook  and  also  having  his  picture,  a  large  number  of  circulars 
were  isssued,  covering  all  parts  of  the  country.  Six  months  later  he 
turned  up  in  California.  In  their  chase  after  him  he  got  as  far  as 
Reno.  Upon  telegraphic  advice  a  posse  surrounded  him  near  Reno, 
capturing  him.  In  his  confession  he  admitted  committing  several  rob- 
beries. In  ihs  trial,  which  shortly  followed,  was  convicted  and  was 
sentenced  to  fourteen  years  at  Carson  City.  The  operations  of  this 
man's  activity  caused  a  loss  to  owners  of  property  conservatively 
speaking  which  would  reach  $100,000.00.  We  have  placed  a  warrant 
for  this  man  upon  expiration  of  his  term. 

The  burglary  of  the  J.  C.  Penny  store  through  the  skylight  which 
had  just  been  broken  was  promptly  answered.  The  officers,  in  pur- 
suing their  course  through  the  hall,  anticipating  to  find  the  men  that 
had  entered  the  store,  met  a  dope  fiend — Dope  Smith — at  the  end  of 
the  hall.  Knowing  full  well  that  trouble  was  at  hand,  call  was  made 
for  help,  which  quickly  responded.  The  officer  who  remained  alone 
holding  Smith  was  attacked,  being  struck  on  the  head,  following  which 
he  was  relieved  of  his  gun.  At  this  time  reinforcements  had  arrived, 
the  Sergeant  making  his  detour  heard  parties  talking  in  a  room; 
upon  approaching  it  he  was  surprised  by  having  a  pistol  placed  to  his 
forehead.  He  struck  the  man  down;  as  he  fell  the  gun  went  off,  the 
bullet  merely  passing  the  Sergeant.  The  man  firing  the  gun  crawled 
away,  making  his  escape.  There  were  three  men  arrested,  and  several 
from  the  rooming  house  from  which  this  occurred. 

Later  in  the  day  word  was  secured  that  the  man  who  had  shot 
at  the  Sergeant  was  located  in  a  rooming  house.  In  company  with 
other  officers.  I  attempted  to  gain  admission  to  his  room,  which  was 
barricaded,  necessitating  breaking  it  open.  DeDtective  Hamby,  upon  en- 
tering, was  shot  down  and  instantly  killed  by  the  assassin's,  Blackie 
Burns',  bullet.  Endeavoring  to  capture  him,  he  refusing  to  surrender, 
was  shot,  dying  a  short  while  after  being  taken  to  the  Emergency 
hospital.  The  three  men  previously  arrested  were  given  a  rapid  trial, 
and  sentenced  to  life  in  the  penitentiary. 

A  Japanese  was  discovered  lying  face  down  in  an  alley  near  the 
Oregon  Short  Line.  Investigation  made  at  the  point  where  the  body  was 
found,  showed  a  small  knife  close  to  his  side.  There  was  also  two 
bullet  holes  in  his  back.  This  man  was  identified  as  the  janitor  for 
the  O.  S.  L.  depot.  By  a  clever  piece  of  work  which  terminated  in 
fastening    the    crime    on    a    Japanese  by  the  name  of    Juro  Yami- 


is 


shito,  he  was  placed  on  trial,  resulting  in  his  conviction  of  murder  in 
the  first  degree. 

Charles  Beuter  was  killed  by  his  son  Harry,  a  boy  fifteen  years 
old.  Prom  all  information  obtainable,  it  appears  that  the  father  was 
in  the  habit  of  abusing  bis  son.  On  this  occasion,  however,  the  abuse 
was  more  than  usual.  He  cautioned  his  father  to  keep  away  from  him. 
He  then  went  to  the  barn,  his  father  following  him.  On  entering  he 
picked  up  a  small  rifle  which  his  father  had  used  to  shoot  rats, 
taking  hold  of  it,  shooting  at  his  father,  the  ball  taking  effect,  from 
which  he  soon  died.  Beuter  was  delivered  to  the  Juvenile  authorities 
for  final  disposition  of  the  case. 

On  the  evening  of  October  the  third  Joe  Rodrignez,  a  Mexican, 
was  found  by  a  special  officer  at  Fifth  West  and  South  Temple,  with 
a  small  knife  wound  above  his  heart.  Rodrignez  was  taken  to  the 
County  Hospital,  at  which  place  he  shortly  died.  His  slayer  has  not 
yet  been  apprehended. 

Dan  Karras  was  shot  at  Seventh  South  and  Second  West,  from 
which  he  died  instantly.  A  man  by  the  name  of  Nikolpolus  was  lo- 
cated as  the  party  who  shot  through  the  glass  door,  which  caused  the 
death  of  Karras.  He  is  now  awaiting  trial  for  murder  in  the  first  de- 
gree. 

During  the  year  there  were  950  burglaries,  650  petty  larceny 
thefts,  163  holdups,  6  murders.

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Automotive  Department. 


The  outstanding  feature  of  the  work  in  the  Automotive  Bureau 
during  the  year  shows  a  substantial  decrease  in  the  total  number  of 
automobiles  stolen.  The  preceding  year  there  were  stolen  592,  while 
the  current  year's  registry  was  516,  thus  indicating  much  activity 
against  automobile  thieves  and  joy  riders,  summarizing  the  conditions, 
which  gives  a  yield  of  93.42  per  cent  recoveries. 

A  large  amount  of  money  was  saved  to  the  automobile  owner,  as 
was  to  the  insurance  companies.  Seldom  was  a  car  recovered  that 
had  not  suffered  the  loss  of  parts,  and  no  doubt  damaged.  This  sub- 
stantial reduction  in  stolen  autos  is  thereby  a  large  saving  to  our 
citizens. 

The  past  year  has  been  indeed  a  very  busy  one  for  the  members 
of  this  department.  Forty-eight  cars  were  recovered  for  outside 
points,  together  with  eighteen  prisoner,  who  were  surrendered  to  Fed- 
eral Government  for  trial. 

Salt  Lake  City  compares  very  favorably  in  the  recovery  of  stolen 
automobiles,  as  taken  from  statistics  received  from  other  cities  of 
like  size  records  showing  but  thirty-four  cars  unrecovered.

It  was  predicted  some  while  ago  upon  approach  of  the  automobile, 
bicycles  would  cease  to  exist,  which,  however,  does  not  appear  to  so 
be.  While  many  have  discarded  them  for  pleasure,  a  large  number 
are  in  constant  use,  being  superiorly  adapted  to  such  service  in  which 
employed.  The  department  is  using  five  in  line  of  such  service,  in 
which  a  motorcycle  could  not  perform  the  requirements.

The  decrease  as  to  the  number  of  automobile  accidents  compared 
\>;th  previous  year  is  largely  due  to  the  valuable  support  of  volunteer 
traffic  officers  who  greatly  assisted  in  correcting  traffic  violations, 
and  a  large  majority  of  a  minor  character  which  would  have  no  doubt 
received  no  attention,  due  to  the  limited  number  of  officers  and  a  large 
increase  in  the  number  of  automobiles  placed  in  service  last  year. 

It  is  an  undisputed  fact  that  many  accidents  during  the  stormy 
months  could  have  been  avoided  by  adopting  a  windshield  cleaner, 
thereby  permitting  the  chauffeur  a  better  opportunity  to  measure  their 
distance,  a  large  percentage  of  accidents  being  attributable  to  a  mis- 
calculation. The  plea  commonly  made  as  to  ignorance  of  traffic  regula- 
tions, which'  are  formulated  when  occasion  demands  them  for  public 
safety,  this  tangible  excuse  can  be  overcome  by  calling  at  the  depart- 
ment, where  an  adequate  supply  is  kept  for  gratuitous  distribution.

Gambling  games  are  not  permitted  to  be  operated.  In  most  every 
instance  of  arrest  the  parties  were  made  up  of  men  idling  their  time 
away  for  such  that  dame  fortune  might  so  favor  them.  A  vigorous 
policy  against  such  has  produced  salutory  effect  in  decreasing  this 
evil. 

Liquor  in  possession  were  those  that  possessed  a  small  quantity, 
as  well  as  the  manufacturing.  Many  large  stills  seized  during  opera- 
tion. Of  all  the  stills  confiscated  there  were  no  two  of  the  same 
pattern,  each  party  adopting  for  their  purpose  as  primitive  construc- 
tion as  his  inventive  ideas  would  permit. 

Vags  and  prostitutes  were  a  lesser  number  upon  the  streets  dur- 
ing the  year,  many  campaigns  having  been  made  to  suppress  them. 
This  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  as  to  number  of  arrests,  a  large  number 
of  them  being  transients  floating  through  the  city  from  one  place  to 
another.
